Believed Outmoded

Prime Minister Churchill is not only 
one of the most persuasive personal!- ; 
ties in public life, but also one of the \ 
frankest. He expounds his conservative ■ 
philosophy forthrightly and without ; 
equivocation. * 

But it may be doubled whether Mr. 
Churchill, having seriled England in 
her gravest hour, will /fever express the i 
liberalism of tomorrow in Britain and, \ 
indeed, whether he reflects even now 
the underlying currents of the British J 
people's thought toward the arrange- j 
ments [that must be made some day • 
to assure the success of the general j 
international peace organizations. 

A significant outcropping of this dif- 
ference came in the recent debate in 
the House of Commons wherein Mr.

I followed Al Smith’* eon test for 
the Presidency with keen interest 
and sympathy. I wai in the full- 
est agreement with bis attitude 
on Prohibition and I even sug- 
gested to him a slogan— “All for 
Al; and Al for all.”

Soviet Propaganda Assailed - 

Let me turn from this great 
American to the causes which I 
am sure, were be with Us how, 
he would have made bis own. We 
have traveled a long way in opin- 
ion since I spoke at Fulton, un- 
der the auspices of the Presi- 
dent, eighteen months ago, and 
many things which were startling 
or disputable then have now be- 
come the foundation of dominant 
Anglo-American thought 

Thwing *11 this time the Sort* 
governments b**va poured out 
through their radio, la twenty- 
six language*, enormous speeches 
made on their bebajf, an Inc eas- 
ing (Stream fit abuse upon th« 
Wester* world, and tfcsy have 
accompanied this virplrat propa- 
ganda by every notion which 
would prevent the world's set- 
tling do wb late * durable pesos, 
or the United Nations organiza- 
tion playing its part as a gre*t 
world instrument to prevent war. 

Indeed, the conferences at Lake 
Success, perhaps prematurely, 
have become a board in which 
reproaches and insults are burled 
at eaeh other by the greatest 
states ; hurled si each other for 
all mankind to hear if they cars 
to listen, but (he* soase of them 
are getting tired. 

I've bee* Bauch puzzled to know 
why it Is that the Soviet govern- 
ments have taken this violently 
aggressive line. From am external 
point of view it seems so foolish 
and w# wonder wb*t is the real 
motive behind it. I cannot, ray-, 
self, believe that it ia the prelude 
to war. These fourteen men ia 
the Kremlin, wha rule with des- 
potic power the vast population* 
a ad territories af which they art 
the masters, are very capable 
and well informed. If their minds 
were aet on war I cannot believe 
that they w«ili pot lull the easy- 
going democracies tote a false 
eense of security. Hitler was a 
master of this and always before 
or during some act of aggression 
he uttered seo thing words or 
made non - aggression pacts; 
therefore whfls I cannot exclude 
the danger of war I do not think 
the violent abuse which the 


viet Government and their Com- 
munist adherents all over the 
world lavish cm all existing forms 
of civilization, is necessarily a 
sign of danger, or of imminent 
dagger. 

It is more likely, in my opinion, 
being need for internal purposes; 
it there ere only fourteen men all 
eyeing one another, deeply con- 
scious of the enormous popula- 
tion they hold in chains of mind 
and spirit, enforced by terror, it 
may well be that they think it 
pays them and helps them to per- 
petuate their rule by representing 
to the otherwise blindfolded 
masses of the brave and good- 
hearted Russian people that the 
Soviet Government stands be- 
tween them and a repetition of 
the horrors ©f invasion which 
they withstood, when it came, so 
manfully. 

Defense Preparations Stressed 
Now, X devoutly hope that this 
vi*w ed mine may prove to be 
correct. But the United States and 
the Western democracies of Eur- 
ope will fall to profit by the hard 
experiences they have undergone 
if they did net taka every 
measure of prudent defensive pro- 
per* tion which is open to them. 
While taking all necessary steps 
and above all maintaining a solid 
front w* should not, however, be 
hasty In abandoning our hope in 
the United Nationz organization.

Mencken's mind was 
mischievous and nimble by con- 
trast with Churchill's stolidness 
but he had a ' serious fault of 
raiding big dictionaries for ob- 
solete or strange words which, he 
sprinkled among his impudence 
solely for the fun of confound- 
ing his clientele. This distrac- 
tion reduced the value of his 
essays whereas Churchill makes 
little words sing as they will in 
the service of a careful writer.
